Prof. Agnew left at noon for Philadelphia, 
promising to return if his presence should 
be considered necessary. Before leaving, at 
the request of the family and attending 
physicians, he wrote a private statement of 
the condition of the President. In it he said 
that the kidneys and stomach were unin- 
jured; that the liver is lacerated; that the 
pain in the limbs and feet was caused by the 
cutting off of some of the veins from the 
spimal column. Prof. Hamilton remains. 
He is the greatest authority on gun- 
shot wounds in this ¢ountry; and 
author of a standard treatise on that 
subject, He . will remain during the 
further treatment of the case. Gen. Ham- 
mond, former United States Surgeon-Gen- 
eral, is also expected here ina few moments 
from New York. It is not expected that his 
views will differ from those of the other phy- 
sicians as to symptoms and treatment. Mrs. 
Garfield bears it with remarkable fortitude. 
A short time since she entered the room 
where the Cabinet was in waiting, and said 
that, while the symptoms were all said to be 
unfavorable, it would be wise not to be san- 
xuine, as his condition is very critieal. The 
physicians have succeeded in partially 
allaying the pains in the feet. They will not 
disturb the President to examine him for an- 
other hour.

THE GLOOMIEST OF FEARS.

THE HOTTEST OF THE YEAR. 

During the night the two eminent physicians 
who had been summoned, the one from Phil- 
adelphia und the other from New York, had 
arrived; one, Dr. Agnew, of Philadelphia, 
by special train furnished by.the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, at 4 o’clock; the other, Prof. 


Hamilton, of New York, by the owi train, 


which reached here at 7. Both were rapidly 
driven to the White House, and were in con- 
sultation with the army and navy surgeons 
and the attending physician until the bulle- 
tin was issued at 9 o’clock. It was not 
until that bulletin was issued that the gloomy 
apprehensions which had weighed upon 
all since midnight were in part removed. 
Both of these eminent specialists agreed 
with the physicians who had charge of the 
case, and approved of the treatment. They 
joined in signing the bulletin. The condi- 
tion of the President was not materially 
different from that reported in the early 
morning, a little past midnight, that he had 
dozed at intervals, continued to have pain in 
the feet, and that the symptoms of distended 
stomach (tympanitis) had not sensibly 
diminished. There was also no considerable 
change in the temperature or pulse.

MRS. GARFIELD. 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 4. —It seems that 
during the journey of Mrs. Garfield to Wash- 
ington there was a very narrow escape from 
what might have been a fatal accident. 
The train that brought Mrs. Garfield from 
Long Branch consisted of the engine and 
one Pullman car. When yithjn two miles 
of Bowie Station, sixteen miles from Wash- 
ington, the parallel rod on the side of the en- 
gine broke while the wheels were 
making at least 250 revolutions per min- 
ute. The rod is that steel bar which 
connects the wheels, and is about twelve 
feet long, six inches wide, and four inches 
thick. The engine continuéd to thunder 
along, although the engineer immediately 
reversed the steam and put en the air brakes, 
The broken red bounced with each revolu- 
tion of the wheels, tore up the ties, and con- 
siderably damaged that side of the engine. 
This continued for about two miles before a 
stop could be effected, so great head way had 
been acquired.

Do waar hé may, justly or unjustly, Mr. 
Conkling will never escape in popular opin- 
ion a moral responsibility for the assasina- 
tion of President Garfield. In the first place, 
people will take the ground that, had it rot 
been for Conkling’s insulting defiance of the 
President and his imperious claim of su- 
periority, this assasination would never have 
taken place, and so-called Stalwartism ” 
would not have resulted in murder. While 
no man may say that Conkling desired the 


removal of the President, many will infer 


it. The murder of Thomas & Becket 
will revive the story of how that assasina- 
tion was suggested. Becket was Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and at variance with Henry 
II., King of England. Knight in his History 
of England says: There is no evidence that 
Henry gave his sanction to assasination, but 
it is clear that in his passion fle exclaimed: 

‘Is there no one to deliver me from this tur- 


dulent priest?” Whereupon four stalwart 


knights proceeded to Canterbury and mur- 
dered Becket on the altar where he was offi- 
ciating. It is possible that persons may 
imagine that in his baffied rage the “Primate ” 
may have exclaimed: Is there no man to 
relieve me from this man of Ohio?“ Becket 
was canonized as a martyr, and the man on 
whom fell the odium of the murder vainly, 
sought to protect himself by the most abject 
humiliations. Should popular feeling take 
the form of holding the faction at Albany 
responsible, even indirectly, for this murder, 


‘it will unquestionably be unjust and unwar- 


ranted, but that will not change the public 
mind until long after the parties concerned 
shall have passed away. 


EXPREssions of sympathy with the Presi- 
dent and his family and with the Nation at 
large continue to be received by Secretary 
Blaine from all parts of the world,—from. 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Ireland, 
Austria, Japan, Peru, Bulgaria, etc., and 
from every city, town, and school district in 
this broad land. The leading foreign journals 
are eloquent in eulogy of our beloved Presi- 
dent, and in execration of the fou! crime. 
The Pati Mall Gazette, which represents 
that section of Englishmen who have most 
sympathy with the United States, and which 
has most admiration for our institutions, 
says that “the indignation, which is unifer- 
sal wherever the English tongue is spoken, 
interest and sympathy 
are all intensified by the feeling that the 
‘latest victim of the assasin is separated by 
no wide gulf of rank or caste from the peo- 
ple over whom he ruled.“ Thesame journal 
condemns in unmeasured terms the invec- 
tives of the Conklingite organs, which are, it 
says, in ‘some degree responsible for the 
crime, in that they acted on a disordéred 
imagination. Most of the foreign journals 
unite in holding the spoils system largely re- 
sponsible for the crime, and predict at least 
one good result,—the end of that corrupting 
and crime-breeding system. The President, 
Mrs, Garfield, and the Cabinet officers are 
particularly gratitied at the expressions of 
sympathy which have emanated from all 
classes in the South.

THE GPOLLS-SYSTEM MURDER. 

The murder of President Garfield is an 
extreme but natural result of the office- 
grasping system of American politics. It 
has cursed the country with official dishon- 
esty, official ignorance and. incompetence; 
has weakened official morality; has made 


official peculation a matter of course instead 


of an exceptional crime; and now to the hor- 
ror of civilization it has murdered the repre- 
sentative head of the Nation. The spoils 
system, including the modern version that 
offices were created for the benefit of the in- 
cumbents, has wrought innumerabie evils 
in the land, and has at last-crowned its in- 
famy by the assasination of the President. 
In all parts of Europe, the assasination of 
the President is promptly recognized as the 


natural consequence of offering 90,000 Na- 


tional offices as prizes for political corruption 
and contention every four years. 
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which the incumbents have been appointed. 
. Distinctly announcing that in the adminis- 
tration of his duties he should remember 
that offices were not created for the benefit 
of the incumbents,” he entergd upon his 
office four months ago; during these four 
months he has been in constant struggle 
with the spoils hunters and resolutely 
maintaining his duty to do what he could 
to destroy that system, he is now lying 
in a critical condition, between life and 
death, from tue shot of a spoile-seeking as- 
sasin. This assasin, in his letters written be- 
fore the crime, and in alt his declarations 
made since, declares that President Garfield 
stood in the way of the friends of the spoils 
system, withholding from them and their 
followers the rightful plunder of partisan 
victory, and that he shot the President to re- 
move him, and deliver the Government over 
to Arthur, and Conkling, and the spolls-brok- 
ers and commission men. | 
When the Constitution was framed the 
whole Union had less population than the 
State of Pennsylvania has at present; the 
offices were few, and the salaries small. 
From a Nation of 4,000,000 we have grown to 
52,000,000. From a few scattered cities and 
populated districts the Atlantic coast, 


our people, our commerce, our farms, and 


workshops are now extended from ocean to 
ocean, and from the Canadian line to Mexico. 
From a few hundred appointments, the Fed- 
eral civil offices row number 90,000. Hardly 
has one Administration been fairly installed 
in office and made its removals and appoint- 
ments before the work of plotting for the 
change of that Administration with a view 
of dismissing the whole Civil-gervice force 


and appointing another is begun. At least 


one-tenth of the whole voting population of 
the United States Is thus kept in a constant 
state of expectant excitement, the few to 
keep in office, while the million of outs are 
demanding a change that they may get in. 
The greater part of the time of the President 
and of his Cabinet sinee their inauguration 
in March last has been occupied with hear- 
ing importunate applications for office. 

The Senate was arrested in its business for 
more than a month by the demand of a small 
faction of Senators, the organs of the spoils 
system claiminx that tne right of the Presi- 
dent to select officers was subject to the 
previous approval of the Senators from each 
State, and, in defense of that unconstitu- 
tional claim, two of these Senators appealed 
to the Legislature of New York. Before 
that body all the advocates of the spoils sys- 
tem have presented themselves, demanding 
that. the President be rebuked and defied for 
his manly efforts to remove abuses, to thrust 
criminals out of office, and elevate the Civil

tions, and that they are anxious for 
its prosperity and perpetuity. There 1s 
another lesson, of tremendous consequence 
in the future, and of vital influence upon the 
existence of this Republic, which the Ameri- 
can people ought to recognize and profit by, 
which some of the more influential European 
papers express with extreme earnestness. it 
is perhaps uttered most strongly in the fol- 
lowing words from the London Telegraph: 
“Inquiry will probably show that the crime 
was the individual act of an undisciplined 
vagabond driven to homicidal mania by a 
combination of uncontrollable greed of office 
and despair of gain. America will find that 
this cancer of place-hunting must be cul 
out or it will eat away the healthy lifeof the 
body politic.” The London Standard 
voices the same sentiment in the following 
words: We doubt if his futile candida- 
ture fora Consulship is enough to explain 
the deed. If the assasin was the agent of 
any political conspiracy there is little diffi- 
culty in conjecturihg what the objects of the 
conspiracy are. With Garfield out of the 
way, not much more, perhaps, is likely to be 
heard of Civil-Service reform or corréc tion of 
the host of official abuses.” This sentiment 
is also expressed in some of the French and 
German papers, showing that they under- 
stand the very keynote of the present situa- 
tion even more vividly perhaps than we do 
here, as they are contemplating it without 
prejudice. 

The France, commenting on the dastardly 
assasination, remarks: It is an act of crim- 
inal folly. The victim is doubly to be pitied, 
for, since he assumed power, no one had 
more deserved the affection, respect, and 
sympathy of all his fellow-citizens than Mr. 
Garfield, May this ever be a lesson to certain 
American politicians, and may they show a 
more disinterested and greater love of their 
country Rehceforward in the conduct of the 
Inzernal affairs of the Union.” It is, indeed, 
a lesson which should come home to the 
American people at this terrible time with 
greater force than ever before. Guiteau was 
the instrument; the spoils system was the 
cause, Had this infamous system not been 
asserted by the Conkling-Arthur faction as a 
policy, the President would not have been 
shot. That is the question, and the only one, 
which the American peopie should take in 
hand and settle forever, if there is any way 
of doing it. If there is no way, then there is 
little hope for a government by the people.

EFFECT OF THE ASSASSINATION ON Bus. 
NESS. 


The leading centres of financial and com- 
mercial activity in the United States decidea 
last week to close Saturday as well as Mon- 
day for the National celebration. Hence the 
business world has been in a state of holiday 
repose ever since the President of the Unitea 
States received what may prove to be his 
mortal wound, Ope does not yet know, 
therefore, how the financial pulse of the 
Nation may be affected by the foul deed. 
That a violent throb of that pulse is possible 
cannot be doubted; some may be inclined 
to regard it as not only probable but certain. 
Those who remember the feverish excite- 
ment which set in on the commercial world 
after the assasina of Lincoln may well 
be pardoned if they have grave fears for the 
result in the present case, however fervently 
they may hope it wih be averted. 

The election of President Garfield was the 
signal for renewed confidence in the perma- 
nency of our business affairs. It was ac- 
cepted as a guarantee that our National 


| eredit should not be impaired, at least for 


four years longer, by the heaping up of ad- 
ditional debt or foolish tinkering with that 
already existing. That confidence, aided by 
a succession of good crops, led to the activity 
which made it possible to refund a large part 
of our debt at a rate of interest unprecedent- 
edly low in this country. This act of the 
new Administration may possibly prove to be 
our strongest safeguard against financial 
disaster now, as it ‘removes all reasonable 
fear of the soundness of our currency when 
judged by the specie standard of the civilized 
world. But there is still a weak point in 
the situation which portends widespread 
disaster, in case of a rude shake to our sys- 
tem of doing busitess. It is generally ad- 
mitted that the unusual plenitude of money 


has ted to its investment in hundreds of new 


channéls, and to @ general bidding up of 
prices to a point where ordinary interest at 
par no longer pays a fair profit on the invest- | 
ment. Many millions of dollars are under 
stocks which are regarded as unsafe at the 
price, and only continue to be held by the 
investors because they do not see what else 
they could do with thelr money. The occur- 
rence of any event which would cause any 
considerable number of these people to re- 
gard the money as more desirable than the 
property must inevitably be followed by 
such a vigorous selling rush as to 
amount to at least a temporary panic, 
under which prices would rapidly drop. 
Of course, the balloon stocks would suffer 
earliest and most heavily; but other property 
would also suffer, as the rush upon a rotten 
bank often involves the closing of institu- 
tions entitled to be considered sound under 
ordinary circumstances. Losses in stocks 
generally imply a want of money, which 
must be obtained by the sacrifice of other 
property. This means lower prices for prod- 
ucé, and even real estate in the long run, 
though the last is the slowest to feel such a 
movement, as it is wsudily the most tardy in 
recovery. Thousands of parties in business 
who have invested their surplus capital in 
speculative holdings may be tempted to mar- 
gin up out of their business capital in the 
hope of averting loss from a decline which 
they think is only temporary. The result is 
an impairment of che business capital to a 
point where it is no longer equal to the re- 
quirements of the occasion; and then another 
tow of bricks tumbles as a consequence of 
the first eversion. This is the natural histo- 
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looking for the first indications of thé way 
in which the business situation will be re- 
garded by the rest. The operations on the 
Boards where stocks and produce are bought 
and sold will be watched to-day, and perhaps 
for several days, with an anxiety which 
nas known no parallel for nearly eight 
yeara past. The interest exhibited in the 
course of prices will be scarcely i to 
that with which the public has watched for 
news from the sick-bed in Washington while 
the life of our President has been trembling in 
the balance between life and death. Let us 
hope for the best.

THE OLASS TO henna GUITEAU BE- 


| LON 

The horrible crime perpetrated by the 
wretch Guiteau is the direct outgrowth of 
one phase of our system of civilfzation. In 
canvassing this crime, the people of this 
country and of the world in general are as- 
tounded and disgusted at what seems to be 
an utterly inadequate motive. Even if 
Guiteau wanted an office, it was nota suf- 
ficent motive for his horrible deed. It reveals 
a depth of human depravity which it was 
not supposed could exist and which people 
have never before suspected to be among the 
possibilities. , 

It is seen now that Guiteau is not the only 
individual of his kind in the United States. 
Unhappily he belongs to 4 large class of sim- 
ilar wretches, and there are plenty of them in 
this country. ‘There are two divisions in 
this class. The one is composed of badly- 
dressed and badly educated men, of the laz- 
zaroni description, whom we call “tramps,” 
or vagrants, aud who make their living by 
petty theft and impudent beggary, and who 
will not work. The better educated and 
better dressed vagrants, we call “dead- 
beats.“ Neither will they work for their bread. 
There are thousands of them in the United 
States, hanging upon the skirts of political 
parties, and sometimes hovering about law | 
chambers and counting-rooms, who eat but 
will not work, and who think that they have 
a right to live upon the community or be 
foisted upon the Government. The ordinary 
tramp only levies upon the kitchen for food 
and the barn for shelter, but these wretches

ofthe Guiteau sort attempt to live on the 


Government without work, and others prey 
upon merchants and industrious men for 
their existence, and their hearts are full of 
hellish fury whenever they are not allowed 
to have office or are -kicked out of decent 
people’s society. They have not the nerve to 
murder the Executive or those who refuse 
to be bled by them, but they have the desire 
to do it, and would execute it if they 
thought they could do so with impunity. 
This is the great trouble in our social and 
political system—namely: the presence of 
crowds of lazy, unprincipled, reckless, 


‘swaggering vagabonds who will not work, 


and it is this class from which such infamous 
wretches as Guitean are recruited. He does 
not stand alone, but is the representative of 
a large class, and some day—the sooner the 
better—society and the Government will be 
compelled to rise and drive them out of the 
community, either into poor-houses or peni- 
tentiaries, or some other locality where they 
will be compelled to earn their bread by the 
sweat of their brows. There is no reason 
why society should support the lazy loafers, 
or why it should even tolerate their presence 
There has never been any good reason why' 
Guiteau should not have been locked up as a 
vagrant or publie nuisance and pest long 
ago. If it had been done, the President's 
life might have been spared.

If the President should die—which God 
grant that he may not -a tremendous re- 
sponsibility would dévolve upon Mr. Arthur. 
In the presence of @ probable emergency of 
the most serious character, it is best to be 
quite cool, and, above all, to be very frank. 
President Garfield is great intellectually 
and morally. Whatever he lacked of the 
confidence of the country upon his actession 
to the Presidency he has gaived within the 
four months of his Administration. No 
President of all the long. line ever stood 
higher in the respect and affections of the 
people than James A. Garfield did at the 
moment of his fall by the hand of the assasin 
Guiteau. Chester A. Arthur is great neither 


intellectually nor morally,—that is to say, 


so far as the pubiic is informed. His 
nomination was a makeshift; almost an ac- 
cident. His name added nothing to the 
strength of the ticket, unless, indeed, it se- 
cured for it a more hearty support of the 
„machine“ in the State of New York. But 
if this be a fact it only renders Mr. Arthur 
less fit to discharge the duties of the Presi- 
dency to the satisfaction of the country. His 
accession to the High office, if it shall unfort- 
unately occur, will be regarded .generally 
with alarm, and by a very large body of citi- 
zens, certainly a majority, it will be looked 
upon as an undoubted calamity. 

President Garfield is known to be opposed 
to the nfachine spoils system of politics and 
all its disreputable methods. He had already 
taken decided steps in the direction of rad- 


ical reform, and was ready to pro-. 


that course t the end. 
With this policy the country was 
and is heartily, enthusiastically in ac- 
cord. There is a widespread feeling of dis 
gust with low, tricky, disreputable polities. 
There is an overwhelming demand for more 
noble aims on the part of politicians, for purer 
administration, and, above all, there is abroad 
a spirit of insistance that the spoils theory 
shall be eliminated from partisan contests. 
President Garfield stands for this high ideal 
of the American people. He embodies it. 
He has made it the citadel of his Adminis- 
tration; he has perhaps gen his life for it. 
He has fallen a victim to his resolution to 
purge politics of its shame and disgrace. If 
his life, which now trembles in the 
balance, becomes the forfeit of his 
devotion to a great principle, the principle 
willbe strengthened, not weakened, by the 
conspicuous and cruel sacrifice. That the 
blood of the martyrs is the seed of the 
Church is as true to-day as it was in the time

Will Mr. Arthur follow Conkling? Will 
he elevate to the guiding place in his Cabinet 
the one man of all others in the United States 
to the completeness of whose political con- 
demnation no element of public dissatisfac- 
tion is wanting? Is this the wu to allay the 
Irritation of the country, plunged in grief 
and almost transported with rage at an act 
of atrocity which has deprived the Nation of 
its loved and honored Chief? Conkling’s 
fame has fallen to zero, and fallen in a con- 
test with President Garfield. Would it be 
wise in President Garfield’s successor to se- 
lect as his Premier the man who of all others 
most bitterly hated him, and on account of 
that animosity utterly lost the confidence of 
the country ? 

The first act of Mr. Arthur, in the event of 
his elevation to the Presidency, will be one 
of supreme importance both to himself and 
to the immediate interests of the Nation. It 
will enlighten the country as to whether he 
is greater and better than the promise of his 
past career. If the greatness of the emer- 
gency appeals to his higher instincts and 
convictions; if he is able to comprehend the 
wish and purpose of the people; if he hasthe 
manhood to resolve and the moral courage to 
execute a highly conceived purpose, he will 
rise quickly on Garfield’s wave of fame by 
heartily adopting and making Garfield’s pol- 
icy hisown. This he may do by asking, in 
good faith, Garfield’s Cabinet to become his 
constitutional advisers. If the country is to 
be plunged In the depths of gloomy despond- 
ency by Garfield’s death, it may be lifted at 
once into the ‘bright sunlight of hope and 
new courage by the expressed desire of Mr. 
Arthur, as his successor, to wear the great 
man’s mantle.

traitors, Mr. Lincoln appeared in public un- 
attended by any military guard. 

It was not until the close of the War that 
the unbroken respect for the office was vio- 
lated. ‘Murders 6f two persons holding the 
office of President have now taken place. 
The law provides no greater punishment for 
the man who mufders, or assaults and fails 
to kill, the head of the Nation than it does for 
the killing or assault of any private in- 
dividual. Thé law makes no difference in 
the penalty for an act of violence against the 
person of the President and that provided 
for a like offense against any unofficial per- 
son. 

In this we consider the law falls short of 
what it ought to be. The President of the Uni- 
ted States is for the time being something of 
more concern to the Republic than any ordi- 
nary citizen. He represents, while President, 
the whole people,—the Nation. An act of vio- 
lence against his person is an insult to the 
country he represents. He is the chosen ruler 
of the whole people, clothed by them with 
their authority, and to treat him with insult 
or violence is to insult him officially and as 
the representative of the péople. The 
murder of the person holding the office of 
President is an act of violence against the 
Government of the United States. It may 
change the whole character and policy of the 


country. It may result in removing from office | 
a President of the people's choice and de- 


livering the Government to another. It may 
result even in the destruction of the Govern- 
ment. 

Twice has the hand of murder stricken 
down a President. In case Mr. Garfield 
shall recover, his cowardly assailant ¢an 
only be punished for an assault with intent 
to kill, and be confined a few years iu the 
Penitentiary. This is paltry punishment. 

Does any person think the crime of Booth 
was anything less than an act of treason ? 
Practically the crime of Guiteau ‘is just as 
great. In both cases the offense was not ouly 
against the person, but also against the Gov- 
ernment. It is true the constitutional defini- 
tion of treason may not include the murder 
of the President, or violence to his pérson, 
but morally such an act is of the highest 
grade of treason. That the Constitution 
made no provision for such a crime is due to 
the fact that the commission of such an offense 
was never anticipated. At the close of one 
century experience has shown that some 
constitutional or legal provision for the per- 
sonal protection of the President and Vice- 
President has become a necessity. The man 
who murders, or seeks to murder, the Chief 
Magistrate of the Nation should be treated 
as a traitor to the National peace and Union, 
and all his associates and accomplices should 
with him meet the fate of traitors. .

New York, July 4.-~-Dr. J. H. Hamilton, 
who went to Washington Sunday night at 
the request of Secretary Blaine, to consult 
with the physicians in attendance upon the 
President, retarned at 11:30 to-night. In re- 
sponse to inquiries of a reporter, he said: 
„When I left the White House at 3 this after- 
noon the President was no worse than when I 
arrived there at 6:30 in the morning. There 
was no evidence that he was sinking. He 
vomited a little in the morning, the vomit 
being of a greenish color, but in the last 
three or four hours there was much less. 
The ereatest source of suffering has been 
the pain in his feet and legs, and, indeed, 
this has been the only source. In the fore- 
noon that abated materially. 

HE APPEARS BRIGAT AND CHEERFUL, 
and is prompt to answer any question. He 
turned over without aid in bed to have his 
back examined. He said the exertion of turn- 
ing over did not hurt him. He remained in 
that position twenty minutes, which acceler- 
ated his pulse somewhat. All these symp- 
toms are not of the highest de- 
gree of gravity. and do not of 
themselves necessarily indicate a fatal issue. 
When we take them in connection with the 
fact that the ball seems to have penetrated 
the liver and remains in the cavity of the 
belly and beyond the reach of detection, the 
symptoms may be fairly interpreted as lead- 
ing to grave prognostics.

Cricaao, July 4—In this juncture of public 
affairs, would it not be well to have Congress 
convenedat an early day. with reference to pro- 
posing an amendment of the Constitution to 
determine as to the succession to the office of 
President. It would seem to be so nnseemly to 
allow a lunatic or a murderous assasin to piace 
a certain person in that office, that it ought to 
be provided that in the event of the President's 
deuth the Vice-President shall take bis place 
pro tem., but subject to a decision by lot, to be 
made withia a reasonable short time, say, for 
example, as between the Secretary of State and 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. An 
amendment allowing a wider range of choice

The fellow who 
stood at the bridge, howling like 
a madman for ‘passengers, said 
that the Kremer was allowed to carry from 
100 to 150, and that she never carried more 
than seventy-five. She had folly 175 on 
board when the reporter saw her leave on 
her trip between 1 and 2 o’clock. She ca- 
reened badly in the water, and looked as 
though she might be tipped over at the least 
provocation. Should an accident have hap- 
ened, the Steamboat Inspectors would have 
nas much to blame as the men who ran 
the craft. 
The Grace Grummond was crowded to the 
fullest capacity. She is allowed to carry, 460 
ngers, and it looked as though she had 
er full complement on each trip.
